Z Burgh said that there were two kinds of knowWge-which 
he might call “knowledge about and knowledge 0 f 
acquaintance ’’ — and the young men who went to fight had 
rained a good deal of the second kind of knowledge, and a 
verv useful kind in its way, in fact quite an education of a 
kind and a very valuable kind. But it was not complete without 
some of the other kind of knowledge— the “ knowledge about.” 
He illustrated the combination of the two sorts of knowledge in 
teaching history. An old manuscript would contain invaluable 
information and interest for the student who “knew about” 
the particular period from reading and study. In this case the 
“ knowledge of acquaintance” would supplement the “know- 
ledge about.” Professor de Burgh also made some remarks about 
taste in art. He said a teacher could do a great deal to en- 
courage good taste, but there was a right and a wrong way of 
doing this. The wrong way was to say to the child, “ You 
must like this or that because it is considered good.” The right 
way was to encourage the child to be absolutely honest and not 
to be afraid to confess that he liked a bad picture or poor music. 
Only the child must not rest content with that, and must be led 
to realize gradually the points of good pictures and the pleasure 
given by good music.

Of course, I know that all children are not brought up in 
ignorance of their prayer book, but the teaching is apt to run 
more on lines of doctrine so to speak. The point to aim at first 
is the firing of their imagination, if only by telling them of the 
untold thousands in all sorts of quaint costumes who have wor- 
shipped in the old churches of England and used part, at any 
rate, of the service they themselves use to-day in those same 
churches.
